We sometimes hear it said, 
“The Lord sent me.’’ Expres- 
sions like this are not infrequent 
among people that have become 
more spiritual than they used to 
be. 

I-used to be with a gentleman 
sometimes who was very careful 
to do nothing without the Lord 
‘Jed’? him, and would not go 
any place unless the Lord ‘sent’? 
him. In his conversation he was 
constantly say,ing the Lord ‘‘led’’ 
him or the Lord “‘sent’’ him. 

I do not object to being led by 


the Lord or sent by Him either. 


It is not wrong for one to say, 
The Lord sent me to a certain 
place, or the Lord led me to doa 
certain. thing. Divine guidance 
is a great thing, and it is cer- 
tainly true that the Lord will 
lead people and send them too, 
if they will let Him. 


We often pray for the Lord to 
lead us in the way we should go. 
This is like the Psalmist when 
he prayed, ‘‘Thou art my rock 
and my fortress; therefore for 
thy name’s sake lead me and 
guide me.’’? Psalm :1: 8, The 
closer we are to the Lord the 
more careful we are about want- 
ing the Lord to lead us. We 
know He knows the paths we 
should take so we love to ask 
Him to lead usin plain paths. 
Psalms 27:11. 

We believe the Holy Ghost is 
given to be our leader and guide. 
He is to guide us in the way we 
should go. The apostie Paul 
says, ‘‘If ye be ledof theSpirit,” 
which indicates that Paul was 
a believer in divine guidance. 
Luke tells us that the Spirit led 
Jesus, 8s» we believe the same 


Spirit that le! Jesus will lead us.. 


And if Jesus needed a leader 
surely we do. 


But the Spirit led Jesus into 
the wilderness to be tempted of 
the devil, and He was out there 
for forty days where He couli 
not get any food, yet the Spirit 
led Him out there. 

It is often thought that the 
Lord leads people into pleasant 
places, and when the way seems 
rough and there is trouble in the 
way it is common to say the Lord 
did not lead into that place. 1 
have heard people say, ‘‘The 
devil led me into this trouble.” 
But here is a plain example 
where the Holy Spirit led Jesus 
into a place of trouble, and 
if the Spirit-led Jesus into a 
place of trouble and where He 
got hungry, why should not we 
expect the Spirit to lead us 
into similar places sometimes? 

lt is the Lord’s plan for us to 
be so close to Him and under- 
stand Him so well that He can 
guide us with but little difficulty. 
An experience of this kind is-de- 
scribed by David where he says, 
“I will guide thee with mine 














eye.”’ In order to make the 
teaching more forcible he adds, 
“Be ye not as the horse, or as 
the mule, which have no uoder- 
standing: whose mouth must be 
held in with bit and bridle.” 





Psalms 82: , 9, 

While the Lord leads and| 
guides, He also sends. God sent, 
Moses to Pharaoh; He sent His 
prophets to Israel and Judah. | 
Jesus sent the Twelve Apostles | 
and the other Seventy. lt is 
true that God sends as well as 
leads His people. He sent Jesus 
to this world, and if He sent 
Jesus to this world we need not 
think it strange that He sends 
His people anywhere in’ the 
world. 

While we believe that God 
sends people. where He wants 
them to go, yet we may not 
always understand His manner

But uo matter where you 
go or what is accomplished when 
God sends, it is for a purpose. 
In Joseph’s case he sent him 
over that rugged ruad to preserve 
life. Did not look much-like it 
while he was on the way, nor 
while he was in prison, but God 
knew His business and worked 
it out according to the counsel 
of His own will. Joseph said to 
his brethren later on,** Ye thought 
evil against me; but God meant 
it unto good to bring to pass, as 
it is this day; to save much 
people alive.”’ 


Now, if God has sent you, 
brother, whether matters seem 
to turn to your hand or againet 
you, think of Joseph in the pit, 
sold asa slave, put in prison, 
neglected for two years,-and yet 
God had sent him. You may 
glory over your successes, that 
isall right, but you must learn 
to glory in tribulation just as 
well. (Rom. 5.8.) Do notget 
discouraged and turn back and 
begin to say, ‘‘God has not sent 
me,”? when you meet with oppo- 
sitions, and do not get enough 
money to support your family. 
When God sends people He will 
stand by them, but He may let 
them go without a coat fora 
while like Joseph was robbed of 
his coat; He maylet them gét 
hungry like Jesus was when the 
Spirit thrust Him out among the 
wild beasts; He may let their 
family endure some hardships 
and go hungry part of the time; 
He may let them be neglected 
by their friends for two years 
or more atatime. But all these 
hardships are not signs that God 
has not sent. 


Some one has said,‘‘ I believe 
if God sends a man God will sup- 
ply his needs and take care of 
his family, too, and if it is not 
done God has not sent him and 
he had better go back home and 
go to work and support his fami- 
ly and make money to send the 
other fellow.’’ But such a con- 
clusion is without foundation 
and is unscriptural, No one will 
doubt John the Baptist being a 
God-sent man. Then see him so 
neglected by his friends that he 
lived on locusts and wild honey. 
See him dressed in that course 
garment that is not worthy the 
name of a suit of clothes. 


The wricer knows what it is to 
preach with one side of his shoe 
worn out so that the toes and 
side of the foot were only cov- 
ered by aten cents cotton sock.
